With this Aviles was dismissed 
and Gov. Maytorena called. The 
former alleged leader of the Villa 
faction in the Republic of Mexico 
wae accompanied by his own inter- 
preter.

Distinguished Visitor will Tell 
His Countrymen of the Political 
Upheaval in the Homeland—tin- 
ternational Institute of the Y.W. 
C.A. Sponsor for the Gathering. 


| The 7000 and more Russians of 
Los Angeles are to have an opportu- 
nity tonight to hear one of their 
cwn countrymen give much inside 
information about the great political 
upheaval in their native land. Count 
Ilya Tolstoy is to speak at 7 o’clock 
on the steps of the International In- 
stitute of the Y.W.C.A., No. 1315 
Pleasant avenue, on “The Revolution 


in Russia.” : 

Count Tolstoy has been giving in 
Los Angeles lectures for which ad- 
mission was charged. Like other 
public lecturers, he has a manager 
who looks after the financial end of 
the uplift programme; but when 
many leaders of the local Russian 
colony appealed to the International 
Institute workers to use their efforts 
to have the Count speak to them, the 
result was a ready consent to give 
this free address. 

Yesterday afternoon and last eve- 
ning all the Russian students at the 
institute made a house-to-house 
canvass of the Russian settlement, 
telling of the meeting that is to be 
held this evening.

Bids will be Received Next Week 
for Contract—City Engineer Says

Despite protests against continu- 
ing proceedings for the boring of the 
proposed Second-street tunnel, the 
Council yesterday decided to go 
ahead with the project. Those op- 
posed to the tunnel, headed by Bar- 
ney Fry, called the attention of the 
Council to the fact that the Supreme 
Court had handed down an adverse 
opinion in connection with the Hill- 
street tunnel and they declared it 
applies to the Sécond-street bore. 

City Attorney Stephens advised 
the Council that while he had not 
made an exhaustive investigation of 
the matter, it was his off-hand opin- 
fon that the two projects are not 
alike and that proceedings should 
not be abolished. As a result, it is 
expected there will be plenty of bid- 
ders next week for the contract, 
which is expected to aggregate about 
$400,000. 

The Hill-stteet tunnel was built 
under the Vrooman Act, while the 
Second-street project was instituted 
under a different enabling act. 

It has been estimated that the 
proposed improvement, including 
the reconstruction of streets and 
damages that adjacent property 
holders will probably be given, will 
total more than $800,000. |
